For I was determined not to know anything 
among you, save Jesus Christ and Him crucified. And I was 
with you in weakness, and in fear, and in much trembling. 
And my speech and my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power: That your faith should not stand in the wis- 
dom of men, but in the power of God” (I Cor. 2:1-5). 


The second verse is that — 


which I especially wish to base my 
remarks, “For I determined not to 
know anything among you, save 
Jesus Christ and Him Crucified.” 

There are those who have taught 
that the Apostle Paul, in using 
these words, had in mind his ad- 
dress on Mars’ Hill in Athens, 
where, according to some, he had 
departed a little from this specific 
message, but that disheartened 
over the result, in going to Corinth, 
he had changed his programme, 
and he was determined henceforth 
to know nothing save Jesus Christ, 
and Him crucified.

from the time that God first saved 
Him. He tells us how he sought to 
be made all things to all men if by 
any means he might save some. 
When he addressed the Jews as 
a Jew that he might gain the 
Jews, still he knew nothing among 
them but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified. When to the Greeks he 
became a Greek, in order that he 
might gain the Greeks, he knew 
nothing among them save Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified. When to 
the men of culture he spake, as a 
man of the schools, and referred 
them to their own poets, the au- 
thorities that they recognized, in 
order that he might press his mes- 
sage home upon them, he actually 
knew nothing among them save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified.

When he came down to the cruder 
level of the wncultured, and talked 
to them in terms that they could 
readily apprehend, of rain from 
Heaven and fruitful seasons, as the 
expression of the great heart of 
God, yet he knew nothing among 
them but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified.

Christ and Him crucified. 

So I take it, not that the Apostle 
is here looking back regretting the 
blunders of the past and deter- 
mining that. henceforth he would 
be more faithful, but rather that 
he was presenting what had been 
the matter and character of his, 
preaching throughout, the years, 
and he. did not intend to change 
it in Corinth, but would continue 
with the only message that God 
has ever promised to bless, the 
only message that ever will be 
blessed to the salvation of lost sin- 
ners and the upbuilding of the 
saints. 

He tells us, 


"The Preaching of the Cross 


is to them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved it is 
the power of God.” In that he sug- 
_ ests that the message of the Cross 
* “.has one character as. presented to 
| the world, and another character 
as apprehended by the people of 
God. It is the message of the Cross, 
_. this scandal of the Cross, of which 
hé speaks in Galatians. But what 
_ does he really mean by that? 


‘We speak so lightly of the Cross 
today; and have become so accus- 
tomed to hearing about it, that we 
fail sometimes to recognize what 
was really involved in that mes- 
Sage in the day that Paul evan- 
gelized the ancient world proclaim- 
ing the Gospel of a crucified and 
risen Saviour. The Cross then was 
not an ornament to be worn on a 
chain; it was not a sign to be 
placed above some church build- 
ing. The Cross was the symbol of 
deepest shame and ignominy; it 
spoke of an accursed death as do 
the gallows and the electric chair 
_ today. 
Cicero, that. great Roman ora- 
tor, always concerned about the 
_xefinements of. speech said, “The 
Cross! It is so shameful, it should 
never even be mentioned in polite 
society.” Just as today if you were 
in a company, and knew of some 
one. present who had a friend or 
relative, who had committed so se- 
rious a crime that the poor wretch 
had been sentenced to death on the 
gallows or-the electric chair, how 
careful you would be not to men- 
tion either at such a time! You 
would not want to say anything 
that might suggest the dreadful 
shame, the awful ignominy of such 
a death. That was the way men 
felt about the Cross, when the 
Apostle Paul wrote, “I determined 
not to know anything among you, 
seo Jesus Christ and Him cru- 
cified.”’ 


The Necessity of the Cross 


The life of Jesus was not 
enough; the character of Jesus 
would not do. Paul well knew that 
the life of Jesus apart from His 
ignominious death would never 
have saved one poor sinner. There 
are those today who say to us, it 
is not the death of Christ we are 
concerned about; it is the wonder- 
ful example, the teaching, the in- 
struction of Jesus that saves and 
uplifts the race. But we might 
preach the example of Jesus; we 
might praise the philosophy. of 
Christ, the advice and instruction 
_ He gave as to living, and yet if we 
left out the suffering of the Cross, 
our message would be absolutely 
powerless so far as the salvation 
of sinners is concerned. Men may 
use honeyed words as they speak 
of His incomparable life, and, they 
may profess to admire greatly His

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ethical teaching, but they shrink 
from the implication of the mien- 
tion of the Cross, and yet we are 
told, “The Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom; but 
we preach Christ crucified, the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 


The Unbeliever and the Cross 


What message does the Cross 
bring to the unbeliever? In the 
first place it emphasises the in- 
corrigible evil of the heart of man. 
It was not absolutely necessary 
that Jesus should die on a Cross 
in order to e atonement for 
sin. Do not misunderstand me; it 
was necessary that Jesus should 
die to make atonement; it was 
necessary that that holy spotless 


j life of His should be given upon 


our behalf; it was necessary that 
He should pour forth His precious 
Blood; but, the Cross was not in 
itself ordained of God as the means 


-Of salvation for sinners. There was 


no merit in the wood 
There is a difference between 
God’s foreordination and God’s ac- 
ceptance of what He forésaw. He 
knew what man would do to His 
Son, and He made that the occa- 
sion of the display of His grace. 
It was all predicted beforehand. 
The Cross was accepted by God 
when man had nailed His Son 
thereon and thereby expressed in 
all its fulness the incurable wick- 
edness of his wretched heart. 
Peter, standing up on the day of 
Pentecost, drove home to them 
their guilt, when hie said, “Him, 
being delivered by the determinate 
counsel, and foreknowledge of God, 
ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain.,’’ 


Oh yes, God knew they would do 
it when He gave His Son to come 
into the world, to leave the glo- 
ries of Heaven; He knew to what 
death His Son was going forth. 
God sent Him into the world to 
give His life for our redemption. 
But this is the guilt of mankind, 
that God in love having sent His 
Son, the Son in love having come 
to settle the sin question, man 
said, “We will give Him the worst 
death, the most shameful death to 
which it is possible to subject a 
malefactor.”’ So they led Him out- 
side the city of Jerusalem, and 
nailed Him to a Cross. 

I say it reverently; He might 
have poured out His soul unto 
death in Gethsemane, if the Scrip- 
ture had not foretold the manner 
of His sacrifice. He might have 
shed His blood in some other way 
if it had pleased God to permit it, 
but. God waited until man had 
done the very worst that he could 
do, and then He said, “I am going 
to do the very best I can do.” Man 
could do nothing worse than to 
nail Him to the Cross, and as He 
hung there, God said, “I will make 
the Cross — the symbol of igno- 
miny and shame — to be the great 
altar upon which the true sin of- 
fering is offered up for the sin of 
the world,” and so the Cross is in 
the first instance the full expres- 
sion of the wickedness of man’s 
heart. Of course all this was fore- 
known and predicted, but it does 
not lessen man’s responsibility. 

But what I want you to see is, 
the merit was not in the cross of 
wood, the cruel nails, the thorny 
crown, or the ‘piercing of the Sav- 
iour’s side. The merit was all His 
own! It was His life given up, His 
blood shed, that purchased redemp- 
tion. God saw from all eternity just 
how this would take place, as the 
expression of the foul malignity of 
Satan, and of Satan-controlled 
men. 


God's Love and the Cross 


In the second place, it is the full 
expression of the infinite love of 
God to guilty man. Do not think 
that if you had been there, you 
would not have joined with that 
throng; do not think that your 
heart is any different from the 
hearts of those who cried, “Away 
with Him, away with Him, crucify 
Him!” Remember it is written in 
the Word, ‘‘As in water face an- 
swereth to face, so the heart of 
man to man.” If you want to 
know exactly what your heart is, 
apart from divine grace, follow 
that multitude as they demand the 
death of the Son of God. “What 
shall I do then with Jesus which 
is called Christ?” asked Pontius 
Pilate, and the awful answer came 
ringing back, “Let him be cruci- 
fied!” That tells what man is; that

world. So when man had chal- 
lenged God by hurling back the 
Blood of His Son in His face, say- 
ing, ‘We don’t want Him; we re- 
ject His instruction,” God said, “I 
will make Him the sacrifice, and 
through His blood, and that alone, 
you may be saved.” 

The Cross was the means by 
which peace was made, “Having 
made peace through the Blood of 
His Cross.” God has shut man up 
to this: “You have accounted my 
Son worthy of nothing but a Cross; 
if you are ever saved, you will 
mount that Cross with Him in 
faith.” That is what led the Apos- 
tle Paul to cry as he does in Gala- 
tians 2:20: “I am crucified with 
Christ; nevertheless I live; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me; and the 
life I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me and gave Himself for 
me.” You see there upon that Cross 
the sinless One made sin that we 
might become the righteousness of 
God in Him. 

“The Holy One who knew no sin, 

God made Him sin for us; 

The Saviour died our souls to win 

Upon that cruel Cross.” 

Now when we put our heart’s trust 
in Him, we can see how in the 
Cross “Mercy and truth are met 
together; righteousness and peace 
have kissed each other’’ (Psa. 85: 
10). We have peace- with God 
through the work that our blessed 
Lord accomplished on the Cross. 


Christians and the Cross 


The Cross not only had its mes- 
sage for the world, but the Cross 
has a message for the people of 
God. Let us not think of the Cross 
simply as the means whereby God 
is enabled to be “just and the jus- 
tifier of him which believeth in Je- 
sus,”’ but the Cross now is present- 
ed to the believer as the test for 
his whole life. 

In the first place, we see in the 
devotion of our Lord Jesus the 
pattern of humility, which you and 
I, as redeemed ones are called upon 
to follow. ‘Let this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 2:5). Men talk about Jesus 
as our example, and He was our 
example, not as sinners, but as 
saints. Peter ‘says,-“He ‘left..us an 
example, that ye should follow his 
steps.” 

“Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus: Who, be- 
ing in the form of God thought it 
not robbery to be equal with God, 
but made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon Him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men; and being found in 
fashion as a Man, he humbled 
Himself, and became obedient unto 
death,: even the death of the 
Cross.”’ Or, perhaps, literally, “He 
became obedient unto death, and 
such a death — that of the Cross.” 
There you have the humiliation of 
the Son of God, and you and I are 
called to follow His steps. 

We sing sometimes, “T’ll go with 
Him up to Calvary, I’ll go ‘with 
Him all the way,” and after all that 
is what we are called to do—to 
manifest the same spirit that He 
manifested, as we go after Him, 
and bear our cross. He laid down 
His life for us, and we also ought 
to lay down our lives for the breth- 
ren, Do not talk about trusting in 
the Cross of Christ for salvation, 
if you shrink from practical par- 
ticipation in that of which the 
Cross speaks in daily life. 


The Flesh and the Cross 


Then, too, the Cross is for the 
believer the sign of deliverance 
from the power of the flesh, of the 
death of the old man. ‘Knowing 
this, that our old man is cruci- 
fied with Him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin” 
(Rom. 6:6). “And they that are 
Christ’s have crucified the flesh 
with the affections and lusts” (Gal. 
5:24). What does that mean, “Our 
old man is crucified with Him?” 
What is our old man? Some apy a8 
think it is synonymous with o 
old nature, but it goes deeper hen 
that; it is the man of old, all that 
you aud I used to be in our un- 
converted state; the man that I

2. Tha slanderous lie implies 


‘that the gospel is no longer the 


power of God unto salvation. It 
teaches that the preaching of the 
Word of God in the power of the 
Holy Spirit cannot have the. effect 
it once had. It denies the saying of 
the Lord Himself, “Is not my word 
like as a fire? saith the Lord; and 
like a hammer that breaketh the 
rock in pieces?” (Jeremiah 23:29). 
It denies that “The word of God 
is quick, and powerful, and sharp- 
er than any twoedged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of 
soul and spirit, and of the joints 
and marrow, and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of the 
heart” (Hebrews 4:12). 

And by denying the effectiveness 
of the Word of God preached to 
sinners to bring them to repent- 
ance, it challenges the infallible in- 
spiration of this Word. For the Bi- 
ble claims not only that it is an 
infallible record when it speaks of 
the past, but it claims that the gos- 
pel “is the power of God unto sal- 
vation.” How horrible is the sin, 
then, of a slander that denies the 
power of the preached word to 
convict and save sinners and bring 
a mighty revival as it has done 
before! 


3. To say that we cannot have 
great revivals in 1942 or 1943 is 
really to deny the efficacy of be- 
lieving prayer. To say that there 
can be no more great revivals in 
this day, or that God is not as will- 
ing to give them as he ever was, 
denies that “ all things are possible 
to him that believeth.” (Mark 9: 
23). It discredits the blessed prom- 
ise, “Call unto me, and I will an- 
swer thee, and shew thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest 
not” (Jer: 33:3). It denies the 
promise of Jeremiah 29:12 and 13 
which says, “Then shall ye .call 
upon me, and ye shall go and pray 
unto me, and I will hearken unto 
you. And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me 
with all your heart.” If revivals are 
out of date then prayer is out of 
date. If prayer really works then 
God can still give revivals in an- 
swer to prayer as he has ever done 
in ages past. God’s wonderful 
promises, like “He that believeth 
on me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father,” (John 14:12) 
and like “They that sow in tears 
shall reap. in joy. He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
Sheaves with him” (Psalm 126:5, 
6) and like “I am the vine, ye are 
the branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bring- 
eth forth much fruit: for without 
me ye can do nothing” (John 15: 
5) are untrue if you cannot have 
revivals now like God once gave 
people in answer to these same 
promises. If you cannot have great 
revivals then the promise that “Be 
not deceived; God is not moeeked: 
for whatsoever.a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap....but«he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting. And let 
us not be weary in well doing: for 
in due season we Shall reap, if we 
faint not” (Gal. 6:7-9). If the Bi- 
ble is still true then those who sow 
to the Spirit shall reap in the Spir- 
it, and the gospel will bring as 
good fruit as it ever did. P 

4. If we cannot have great re- 
vivals now, that implies that the 
fulness of the Holy Spirit, empow- 
ering us for soul winning so that 
in our ministry the Holy Spirit can 
break the hearts of sinners and 
convict and save the vilest, and 
shake churches and whole cities, 
is gone forever. To deny revivals 
denies the working of the Holy 
Spirit. If great revivals are out of 
date, then the fulness of the Spir- 
it is out of date. If revivals are 
out of date, then the same Holy 


Spirit cannot convict sinners as|in 


He once did, cannot give power to 


. the. preaching of the Word as He 


once did, cannot guide Christians 
and empower them in personal soul 
winning. No wonder, then, that 
these smart ultra-dispensational- 
ists, these “Bible teachers” who 


never have revivals and rarely, if 


ever, win a soul, no wonder that 
they constantly teach against wait- 
ing on God for His and 


Pp 
filled with the Holy Spirit. Since 
these self-satisfied teachers say that 


théy should forsake and scorn the 
teaching of Finney, Moody, Torrey, 
and Chapman, are impossible now, 
how natural that they should for- 
sake and Scorn the teaching of 
Finney, Torrey, Moody and Chap- 
man and all other great evange- 
lists, that the blessed power of 
the Holy Spirit, the wonder-work- 
ing, miracle-bringing, convicting 
and saving power of God’s Spirit 
on hardened men’s hearts may on- 
ly be had by those who seek with 
all their hearts for His fulness! 
There are no days of fasting and 
prayer, no nights of waiting on 
God, tarrying in humility and sup- 
plication because this vicious slan- 
der that revivals are out of date 
dishonors the Bible teaching that 
‘Holy Spirit power is available to 
bring revivals. 

Oh, shame, shame that any body 
who is saved and who loves God 
and pretends to believe the Bible, 
should ever think that God is less 
in either His willingness or power 
to bring great revivals in-this 
wicked day! 

We see, then, that to say God 
will not give great revival cam- 
paigns, with mass evangelism as 
it is sometimes called, being used 
to win hundreds and thousands in 
various communities on as large a 


is to imply that God is not as 
strong as He once was, or that 
He is not as willing to save as 
He once was, or that Satan is 
stronger than God or that the in- 
finite God is bound by men’s con- 
ditions more than He once was. 
It implies that God’s love is less 
and His grace is more limited for 
sinners. It implies that the Word 
is not as quick and powerful as it 
once was to convict and Save. It 
means that prayer is not answered 
as it once was for revivals, and 
that God’s promises do not apply 
now as they have-in.ages past. To 
believe this slander that: revivals 
are out of date implies that the 
Holy Spirit of God cannot convict 
vile sinners now as He once. did, 
cannot empower Christians as He 
once did. 

The idea, then, that revivals are 
out of date is a slander against 
God, a vicious lie of Satan, and 
real Christians should hate that 
lie with all their hearts! 


The Lie Refuted 


Nearly everywhere I go some- 
body says, “Brother Rice, don’t 
you think it is getting harder to 
win souls?’’ And I always answer, 
“No! Absolutely not! It may be 
harder to get some Christians in- 
terested in sinners and to get them 
to weep and pray and confess their 
sins and win souls. But anywhere 
that the gospel is carried to sinners 
in the power of the Holy Spirit, 
then souls will be saved exactly as 
they have been saved down 
through the ages. I see not a par- 
ticle of difference in the results 
when the gospel is really carried 
to sinners in the fulness of God’s 
blessing.” 

In the midst of the wails of de- 
feated preachers and the argument 
of proud infidels and the deadness 
of churches over the land, bless 
God, there is abundant évidence 
that God is just as willing to save 
as ever He was. He is just as will- 
ing to give great revivals as ever 
He was. And I will give some brief 
examples of that. Remember that 
‘fone example is worth a thousand 
arguments.”

Jewish evangelist, Hyman Appel- 
man, held“a great campaign last 
spring in Philadelphia, lasting on- 
ly twenty-two days, with funda- 
mental churches cooperating. 
There were over 2,000 professions 
of faith, some pastors told me as 
high as 2,300. And everywhere I 
went in Philadelphia, when I was 
there in the summer, I found con- 
verts of that brief campaign. So 
revivals are not only possible in 
individual churches, but God is giv- 
ing them, really great revivals 
with hundreds saved, in individual 
churches all over America, under 
the ministry of this blessed, Spirit- 
filled evangelist. wherever 


pastors and churches will cooper- 


ate dn a great city-wide effort, lit- 
erally thousands of souls will be 
saved under the ministry of this 
ore man of God. 

But God is blessing other evan- 
gelists, too. Dr. Joe Henry Hankins 
just three weeks ago closed a 
blessed two weeks’ campaign in 
the First Baptist Church of Ok- 
mulgee, Oklahoma, with 144 pro- 
fessions of faith in the two weeks. 
Then he came to Claim Street Bap- 
tist Church in Aurora, [linois, the 
first. time he had ever preached 
north of the Mason-Dixon line. In 
that brief eight days there were 
many conversions. There were 
thirty-three conversions the last 


day of the revival, November 8th. | in 


And nearly everywhere he goes the 
same kind of results attend. Con- 
sistently, week in and week out, 
wherever churches sincerely want 
revivals, and where there will co- 
operate with this Spirit-anointed 
evangelist, Dr. Joe Henry Hankins 
has many, many people saved. 


Rev. Jesse M. Hendley, at Atlan- 
ta, Georgia, has had over 7,000 
professions of faith in three years: 
He has recently closed a blessed 
revival in Savannah, Georgia, with 
many hundreds of souls saved. I do 
not have the exact figures before 
me. And these revivals, led by 
Brother Hendley, are not isolated 
occasions, but the usual thing, 
wherever the people of God have 
vision and where they earnestly 
pray and follow his leadership to 
go after. sinners. Of course he 
preaches a lot on Hell and judg- 
ment and he weeps as he preaches 
because he has a consuming pas- 
sion to see people saved. Of course 
he believes in a definite enduement 
of power, in waiting on God for the 
power of the Holy Spirit. These 
things may be old fashioned, but 
they bring old-fashioned revivals! 

Evangelist George Stephens 
spoke at the Conference on Evan- 
gelism in Chicago at Bethany Re- 
formed Church Sunday afternoon, 
November 8th. He told about his 
blessed work among the soldiers, 
sponsored by the Pocket Testa- 
ment Leagues. I saw pictures of 
the crowds to which he is speaking 
within the army camps. He told 
me that oftentimes as many as 
sixty soldiers are saved in a single 
service and multiplied thousands of 
the pocket Testaments are being 
distributed. Chaplains and other 
officers welcome this work in most 
cases, and the chapels are prac- 
tically always crowded to capacity 
to hear Evangelist Stephens in 
simple, short messages on salva- 
tion. He told me that about 2,000 | still 
souls had been saved in the last 
five months in his work with sol- 
diers. And many of these are sol- 
diers who never attend anybody’s 
church and who have been utterly 
ignorant of the truth of the gospel. 


. Of course there are some hardened 


hearts in the army and everywhere 
else, many of them. But on the 
other hand there are many who 
have been brought to a realization 
of their need for God by sorrows, 
by the fear of death, by the lone- 
liness and trouble which the war 
has brought. I am proving that you 


can have revivals in these modern 


days if God’s people will pay the 
price for them. 

About three weeks ago I closed 
a campaign with the Second Pres- 
byterian Church in Chattanooga, 
‘Tennessee, Dr. Robert M. Stimson 
pastor. The campaign lasted only 
fifteen days; I spoke fifty-two 
times. Dr. Stimson’s report of the 
revival said, “Approximately 1,200 
children and young people made 
their decision for Christ....” (in 


the public schools), “many family’ 


altars have been established. Hun- 

dreds of Christians have rededi- 
ESTE tnaie fete to Chtisk. and nev 
enty-nine have accepted Christ as 
their Saviour in.services in the 


church.” Note that there were sev- 
enty-nine new converts who had 
never made a profession of faith in 
Christ, who claimed Christ as Sav- 
iour in the services in the Second 
Presbyterian ch , and that at 


least 1,200 children and young peo-" 


ple, from the fourth grade and 
above, through High _ school 
claimed Christ as Saviour. And the 
work ‘was very carefully done, is 
being followed up by Bible teach- 
ers in every school where we spok 
and the estimate of 1200 save 
makes a wide allowance for those 
who may prove not to have truly 
trusted Christ. My heart overflows 
with joy as I recall it, and I men- 
tion this as a simple example of 
what God can do in a downtown 
church where His people really 
hunger for a great revival, and 
where God’s Spirit comes upon 
preacher and people and the Word 
is preached in power and carried 
by individual Christians to lost 
sinners. You cannot have revivals 
now, you say? Some of us are al- 
ready having them! 


Word from Bill Rice, my young- 
er brother, in revival services at 
Endicott, New York, tells that last 
Sunday there were twenty-six peo- 
ple who came forward in conver- 
sion or backsliders who were com- 
ing back to live again for God. A 
letter since Sunday tells of a choir 
soloist, and others, who have been 
the church for years and now 
coming for the first time to take 
Christ as Saviour. And if God can 
give such revivals, with people be- 
ing saved night after night and 
the people of God profoundly 
moved and blessed, with crowds 
starting at a mere handful and 
growing to a church full — if God 
can give such revivals with a 
young evangelist who has been out 
of Moody Bible Institute only a 
year, then God can give them else- 
where if God’s people’ mean busi- 
ness! 

I know that there are many hard 
hearts everywhere, but there are 
countless millions in America who 
are hungry for the gospel. This 
morning I got a.card from a wom- 
an saved through the booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
and yesterday I got a decision slip 
from a soldier who said he was 
trusting Christ as his Saviour. In 
his letter he told of a wicked life 
of drink and lewdness and sin and 
begged to have some good Chris- 
tian godly woman to write to him. 
Nearly every day we get a letter 
or post card or a decision slip 
signed by someone’ who has read 
the editor’s booklets and has found 
Christ. Countless millions are hun- 
gry for the gospel. 


How I wish I had time to ‘tell 
you of individual cases all over 
America where hundreds of. sin- 
ners are being saved under the 
ministry of people who really mean 
business for God, who weep-over 
sinners, who preach with holy fire, 
who really believe the Bible and 
who wait on God with earnest 
seeking and pleading for the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit! I say the 
lie is refuted; we can have great 
revivals today! 

In last July I had a time of holy 
dedication and promised God that 
as George Muller gave himself to 
ee to his generation that God 

0 as answer prayer, and did 
prove it by getting over seven mil- 
lion dollars from God to care for 
an orphan home with 2,300 or- 
phans and to support missionaries, 
tract and Bible societies an d 


‘schools, so I give myself to God to 


prove that in this generation we 
can again have in America great 
city-wide revivals, with the saving 
of multitudes, and with whole cit- 
ies being. shaken! Oh, may God 
grant it! And I believe He will. 


Why Christians Help Spread 


This Lie 


Why in the world should Chris- 
tians help spread such a God-dis- 


honoring, unbelieving and hurtful. 


lie? There are several reasons. 


1. A pestiferous ultra-dispensa- 
tionalism that chops up the Bible 
into various dispensations, teach- 
ing that most of the Bible, for 

practical purposes,.is out of date, 
. partly to blame. Bullingerism, or 
the that the Great Commis- 
sion, the’ revivals of Pentecost and 
following, the special enduement of 
power from on high, were all in 
the time of a so-called “Jewish 
church” and that later with Paul, 
“church truth,” became known, has 
done great harm. Such ultra-dis- 
pensationalists do not like the 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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teaching. in.the book of Acts about 
repentance, do -not believe that 
Pentecost was an example for us 
of great soul winning power, do 
not believe in specially praying for 
the power of the Holy Spirit, and 
do not believe that the Great Com- 
mission even is for today. They of- 
ten throw away baptism and some- 
times the Lord’s Supper and leave 
for us none of the bleSsed prom- 
ises of the gospels, none of. the 
great power of the pook of Acts 
and only part of the teachings of 
Paul’s epistles written after Paul 
was at Rome. And I am sorry to 
say that the doctrine of the early 
members of the Brethren move- 
ment, the teaching of some of the 
Scofield Bible notes, and of many 
very fine Bible teachers contrib; 
ute to this unbelief about God’s 
willingness to give great revivals 
now. 


2.Formality and lifelessness in 
the churches grieve the Spirit of 
God so that in many such churches 
souls are never saved. In many 
churches, particularly in the morn- 
ing service, no attempt whatever 
is made to enlist lost people. Chil- 
dren are not wanted. And the serv- 
ice is so formal, so abstract, so 
cold, without ever an invitation to 
accept Christ, that a lost sinner 


would not feel at home, and so. 


rarely comes, America is full of 
churches that cannot get lost peo- 
ple inside the doors, though they 
be fundamental in doctrine. Pas- 
tors and churches who prefer for- 
mality to revivals, then seek an 
excuse and say that God is done 
with great revivals. 


3. Cold hearts, with no passion, 
no tears, no agonizing over sinners, 
seek an alibi for their fruitlessness. 
Preachers who never weep when 
they pray and never weep when 
they preach, preachers who have 
no compassion for sinners, say 
that God will not give great re- 
vivals now. Such preachers never 
preach in the jails or they would 
know better. They never go with 
broken hearts to preach on street 
corners. They never look up 
ragged children,and try to win 
them to Christ. They do not preach 
in rescue ‘missions. They collect 
their salaries, they say they feel 
called to “a teaching ministry,” 
which means that they assume no 
responsibility whatever for. the 
saving of souls for whom Christ 
died. And then as an alibi for their 
wicked coldness of heart, they say 
that God will not bring great re- 
vivals! 

4, Sin in the lives of individual 
Christians, and sin covered up in 
the churches, block revivals. It is 
true that men cannot have revivals 
and churches cannot have revivals 
if they do not hate sin and con- 
demn it and forsake it. Thus pas- 
tors who have members who are in 
the liquor business, pastors whose 
church members dance and drink 
beer and gamble on the races or 
put making money first, or are in 
the lodges taking blasphemous, un- 
christian oaths forbidden in the Bi- 
ble — of course if such pastors do 
not condemn sin openly, boldly, 
plainly, God will not give revivals. 
God would not have given John the 
Baptist revivals either if he hadn’t 
plainly condemned sin. And pas- 
tors who think first of their meal 
tickets, who must please the un- 
godly and worldly in their church- 
es, pastors who are never slan- 
dered, never hated, and who never 
offend, of course want to have an 
alibi for their fruitlessness, and 
they say that God does not now 
give great revivals! God does give 
great revivals but only when God’s 
people pay the price. 

5. Most pastors and churches are 
not willing to go into great coop- 
erative revival campaigns because 
their vision is limited and their 
aims are purely selfish. Nearly ev- 
ery every pastor says that he 
wants a revival, yet often I have 
two or three pastors in the same 
town writing me for revival serv- 
ices in their churches, and when I 
suggest to them that they go to- 
gether in a united campaign, they 
refuse. Each one wants a revival 
for his own church but does not 
specially want it for the whole 
city. They would be satisfied with 
my preaching in their own church- 
es, but would not be willing to 
back me in a union effort where 
other churches listen to the same 
kind of preaching. Such pastors 


|and churches are selfish, wickedly 


selfish in many cases, and simply 
do not want revivals in the larger 
sense. They want their own chil- 
dren saved, or they want their 
splits and ‘divisions and quarrels 
in their own churches healed, and

such. Selfishness of pastors and 
churches who want blessings for 
themselves and not much for oth- 
ers is one reason why Christians 
do not have great revivals. Then 
they give the alibi that God is not 
willing to give great revivals in 
this day. It will be well to remem- 
ber that D. L. Moody made a rule 
not to go to a city for a revival 
campaign until the pastors agreed 
together on the revival. People do 
not need to give up their differenc- 
es of opinion on minor matters, 
but surely if we have revivals mi- 
nor matters must take a minor 
place, and the salvation of poor 
lost souls, keeping them out of 
Hell, the very thing for which 
Christ died and for which He gave 
us the Great Commission — that 
must be first. Churches can agree 
on the doctrines of grace, salva- 
tion by faith in the crucified Sav- 
iour, and on such fundamentals 
then they can, if they really want 
blessed city-wide revivals, with 
hundreds and thousands of church- 
es, they can cooperate in giving, 
in planning, in organizing and in 
bringing together great crowds to 
hear the gospel, and winning these 
crowds to Christ. 

Dear Christian, you can win 
souls if with all your heart you 
seek the power of God and go with 
compassion after lost people with 
the Word of God. 

And preachers, you can have 
blessed revivals, with widespread 
conviction, with many saved, with 
whole cities shaken, if you are 
willing to pay God’s price in wait- 
ing on God, in confessing and for- 
saking your own sin, in condemn- 
ing sin in the churches as well as 
sin outside the churches, and in
